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AUSTRIANS FIRE 
ON ITALIAN BOATS 


Colors Attacked by Aus- 


trian Torpedo Boats--Many | 
Injured in War Riot at 


Rome. 


Bari, Italy, February 21.—(Via 
tome.)—Members of the crew 
fishing boat Gesu, which arrived today 
from Antivari Montenegro, said the 
Gesu and the fishing boat Saturno, fly- 
ing Italian flags, had been fired on 
by two Austrian torpedo boats. This 
report has caused great excitement in 
Rome. 

Members of the crew said the Gesu 
was anchored near Antivari, with the 
Saturno, when the Austrian torpedo 
boats approached. The captains of the 
fishing vessels ordered their crews to 
land, and hoisted Italian flags. 

The Austrians, according to this re- 
port, fired on the crews and then on 
the. vessels, while Austrian aeroplanes 
dropped, bombs. 

No one on either vessel was injured, 
but the Saturno was damaged so badly 
she was unable to sail for home. 
WAR RIOT AT ROME; 

MANY ARE INJURED. 

Rome, February 21.—Many persons 
were wounded today fn a general fight 
at a meeting called by the parties 
favorable to Italy remaining neutral 
in the war and those desiring the gov- 
ernment to intervene, at which it was 
intended that speakers should give the 
respective views of the parties.

FOUR GREAT BATTLES 
ON EASTERN FRONT

bres three French attacks were car- 
ried out with strong forces and with 
great fierceness. They were repulsed 
with heavy losses to the enemy.. We 
took 2 officers and 1235 Frenchmen 
prisoners.

In the region south- 
east of Sulzern we captured Hochr6d- 
berg, the heights near Hochrod, and 
the hamlets of Bretzel and Widenthal. 

“Eastern Theater: No actual changes 
have occurred in the district north- 
west of Grodno. North of Ossowetz, 
southeast of Kolno, and on the front 
between Przasnysz and the Vistula 
east of the,Plock, the battles are tak- 
ing their course. 

“There is nothing new from Poland 
south of the Vistula.’’ 

According to 
Germans are pursuing the Russian 
Tenth army, which was driven out of 
East Prussia, and the Russians are 
unable to offer serious resigtarce any- 
where. It is believed a vigorous of- 
fensive will be maintained for a time 
in the east, even at the cost of re- 
fraining from any active offensive on 
the western front.

Constantinople reports that French 
troops which landed at  Antivari, 
Montenegro, to assist the Montenegrin 
army, consisted of a siggle battalion.

GERMANS DRIVEN 
BY THE FRENCH. 


Paris, February 21.—( Via lLondon, 
February 22.)—(12:04 a. m.)—The fol- 
lowing official communication was is- 
sued by the war office tonight: 

“There has been intermittent can- 
nonading from the sea to the Aisne 
with an effective fire by our artillery. 

“In the Champagne region a counter 
attack by the enemy which was bril- 
liantly repulsed was followed by a 
vigorous pursuit, which made us mas- 
ters of the whole of the German posi- 
tion to the north and east of the wood 
captured by us yesterday. 

“On the rest of the front two other 
counter attacks were repulsed, and 
we made fresh progress particularly 
to the north of Lesmenils. We cap- 
tured two machine guns and one hun- 
dred prisoners. 

“The enemy delivered his seventh 
counter attack at Les Eparges, with a 
view to recovering the positions 
gained by us during the last two 
days. It failed as completely its 
predecessors.” 

The communication 
afternoon follows: 

“In Belgium there were some 
fantry actions. In the section 
Ypres we took a portion of some 
trenches which the enemy had occu- 
pied temporarily. It is confirmed that 
the Germans left several hundred men 
on the field. Our losses were slight. 

“In Champagne our gains were 
maintained. Two counter attacks by 
the enemy towards night yesterday 
failed.

GREAT BATTLE 
IN CARPATHIANS. 


Venice, February 21.—(Via London.) 
Hungarian newspapers contain vivid 
accounts of the struggle in the Carpa- 
thians, where a gigantic battle has 
been in progress for fifty days along 
the whole line of mountains some 
three hundred miles in length. 

No true picture can be painted of 
the general situation, since it changes 
from day to day and from night to 
night. In the first of the engage- 
ments the troops were moved with 
machine-like formation, but now in- 
dividual heroism finds freer play. 

Vicious attacks are repelled 
reckless abandon. Sometimes a posi- 
tion will be gained and lost again 
three times within twenty-four hours. 
There is one height on the front 
which has been stormed one hundred 
times, and even now neither side can 
claim to hold it. No sooner is it won 
and the victors installed than the 
vanquished gather new force 
storm it again. 

Meantime the Russians are gather- 
ing immense additional forces in the 
center of the Carpathians. 


RUSSIAN VIEW 
OF GERMAN PLANS. 


Petrograd, February 21.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Russian staff officers regard 
the German offensive, from the Baltic 
to the Carpathians, as merely an at- 
temot to keep the Russians constantly 
engaged and prevent them from con- 
centrating at any point on the long 
front. Other than this, it is believed, 
the Germans have no clear objeetive— 
or if they have it has not been fath- 
omed here—in making their demon- 
near Ossowetz and in under- 
taking more active operations along 
the Bzura, in both of which regions 
they have encountered stubborn de- 
fense. 

Information transmitted to Grand 
Duke Nicholas concerning the action 
in the neighborhood of Ossowetz does 
not bear out reports that the situation 
there is in any sense a siege.

NO CONVENTION 
AGAINST MINES. 

Efforts to obtain a convention 
prohibit the laying of mines have 
failed. In 1907 such a convention was 
drafted and ratified by the United 
States, Great Britain and a few of 
the other nations, though it never be- 
came effective. Under its terms, it 
was forbidden to lay unanchored 
automatic contact mimes except when 
so constructed as to become harmless 
one hour after the person who laid 
them ceases to control them. Similar- 
ly it was forbidden to lay anchored 
mines which do not become harmless 
when breaking loose from their moor- 
ings. The convention also provided: 

“It is forbidden to lay automatic 
contact mines off the coast and 
of an enemy, with the sole object 
intercepting commercial shipping. 

“When anchored automatic contac 
mines are employed, -evers possilje 
precaution must ‘be taken for the se 
curity of peaceful shipping.” 

These articles never were approved 
because of objections to their weak 
phraseology.
